Just before tbe California Legislature ad- 


journed it passed a bill amending the law 
regulating the appropriation of the common 
school fund, eo as to allow the Catholic 
schools to receive a pro rata of the moneys 
raised for this purpose.

The bill was rushed through io a hurry,

schools ! So he will have the liberty to in- 
troduce the Catholic catechism into schools 
if he sees fit, and the people will be forced tc 
pity tax for instructing their children in the 
tenets of the Catholic religion. This is es- 
tablishing Catholicism by law.

EDITOR F,REE DEMOCRAT :— 


Having observed the happy union ot the 


British and American flags at the Crystal 
Palace, and being about to visit the Falls of 
St. Anthony and other places near the sour- 
ces of the Mississippi, I desired to include 
in the route the neighboring possessions of 
Her Royal Majesty. 


We left New York on the morning of Sat- 


urday, the 16th inst., by the.N. Y. & Erie 
R. R. to Hornellsville, 342 miles ; tbence by 
the Buffalo & N. Y. City R. R. 91 miles,— 
making 433 miles to Buffalo in the short pe- 
riod of thirteen hours and 45 minutes. 


At about 8 o'clock A. M. the rain poured 


in torrents, arid continued to for half the 
day. It was then that I more than ever re- 
alized the convenience of Railroads, while 
our trusty, law-abiding horse slackened not 
his speed. He seemed to rejoice in his fa- 
vorite aliment, whose expansive virtues con- 
stitute the muscles of his gigantic frame, in- 
nervated by his great and powerful bruin, the 
furnace, whose blazing flues, passing around 
and through the water, bear strong analogy 
to oerves. He delayed not among the rich 
daisies of Grange county. He heeded not 
the rugged ascent of the Shawangun'k, from 
which elevation, descending to the valley of 
the Deleware by B circuitous cut, he fal- 
tered not at the awful precipices overlooking 
the lovely valley of tbe Neversink, whose 
waters here join the Deleware, hastening to 
the City of Brotherly Love. 


Meantime, the windows of the cars being 


closed, and suitable ventilation being secured 
by an ingenious arrangement which admitted 
air and excluded the rain, the passengers ad- 
justed themselves to positions of body and 
modes of mind, suiting their general habits 
or present states. Some were entertained 
by the narratives of a returned Culifornmn ; 
others were in conversation as mutual friends; 
many gave themselves to repose and steop. 
The ruin still continuing with great violence, 
attention was drawn to the apparent obliqui- 
ty of its descent, forming with the horizon 
but a smalt angle. 
At first we supposed that 


the wind must be exceedingly strong oppo- 
site to our line of progress, yet the erect po- 
sition of trees and other vegetation opposed 
such an idea, when we were amused at the 
philosophical explanation by a lad ten years 
of age, who, by drawings and gestures dem- 
onstrated that the apparent obliquity was due 
to the greater velocity of the cars, us com- 
pared with the perpendicular descent of the 
rain. 


Of the interesting scenes, as we ascended 


the valley of the Susquehanna and crossed 
the Genesee, it may not be best here to 
spenk. 


Under a clear sky, arid with happy spirits, 


in good seaeou we joined our Mends.in Buffa- 
lo, .with whom we attended church the fol- 
lowing Sabbath. 


On Monday we visited Niagara and Lew- 


iston, and sympathized with tbe citizens in 
the joy arising from the report of the legisla- 
tive enactment securing a Ship Canal from 
Lake Erie to'Lake Ontario. 


Lewiston, in former years sorely experi- 


enced the cruelties of war, and has made 
comparatively little progress in this age of 
rising cities. A great change is rapidly ap- 
proaching. Several 'lines of steamers are 
how in daily connection with Le'.viston, for 
Hamilton, Toronto, Kingston and Montreal, 
as well as for our own cities on Lake Ontario 
and the St. Lawrence ; and in a short time it 
will be united to the Central, to the N. Y. & 
Erie, and to the Buffalo & Niagara Railroads, 
which, crossing the wire suspension bridge 
at Niagara, through Canada direct to Detroit, 
Grand Haven and Milwaukee, thence by tho 
Milwaukee & Mississippi Railroad, will form 
the most economical, expeditious and roman- 
tic route from New England to the inexhaust- 
ible treasures of the Upper Mississippi. 


[Here I lay aside my pen to read a report 


of the completion and opening of the Can- 
andaigua & Niagara Falls Railroad, and of 
the decisive steps for the speedy completion 
of the western portion from Milwaukee to 
the Mississippi.] 


Returning to Niagara, we revisited the 


bridges, stairs, caves and towers in the vicin- 
ity of the Falls, experiencing the pleasura- 
ble emotions which probably most persons in 
like circumstances receive. Though unable 
adequately to describe these emotions, I am 
conscious that grandeur and sublimity have 
fixed their impress on my soul—have become 
individualities—durabilities of my sane na- 
ture. For these scenes and their impress I 
feel thankful to God—the Author of law nnd 
Author of intelligences made to be affected 
by these manifestations. 


We left Niagara a few moments before 


the afflictive descent of that boat, two of 
whose passengers went rapidly down the aw- 
ful precipice, while the remaining one lin- 
gered to excite, in ft wide circle of humani- 
ty, emotions of a different order, yet equally 
referable to laws from the same great Author.
